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Friends urge council to waive business license fees for fair 


Christine Soldate, president of Friends of the 
Library, last week at the City Council meeting 
suggested ways for the council to collect (or not 
collect) business licenses from all the artists who 
show their wares at the armual Friends of the 
Library art fair in May. 

"One way you could solve the problem is to 
waive the fee. Of course, we like that one the 
best," she said. 

She also suggested a sliding sale which would 
"make those who make most pay the most." 

Her third suggestion was to charge everyone 
.01 percent of his/her profits. Those few who 
make $3000 in the two days would pay $30; those 
who make $1000 would pay $10, etc. 

The Friends charge a $15 fee per artist. This 
non-refundable fee covers a fraction of the cost to 
put on this fund-raising event for the Sierra Madre 
Library, Soldate explained. 

Expenses the Friends pay for during the fair 
include: printing, postage, publicity, staffing for 
security (day and night), grounds maintenance, 
playground supervisors and bookkeeper, port-a- 
potties, office supplies, barmer fees "and other 
major purchases that are used for fairs. "Many 


artists can’t afford a business license fee," Soldate 
explained, pointing out that five of the artists (out 
of the average 120 artists who exhibit those two 
days) make no money. Seven make between $1 
and $100. Sixteen (13 percent) make up to $250 
and 32 or 27 percent make up to $500. 

Thirty-five or 29 percent make from $501 to 
$100. Fourteen or 12 percent make $1001 to 
$1500. Five or 4 percent make up to $2000. 
Three or 2.5 percent make up to $2500 and three 
or 2.5 percent make up to $3000. 

"Out of 120 artists, 80 percent made under 
$ 1000, and of that, 80 percent made under $500," 
Soldate reported. 

This year, in 1993, the Friends were told by 
the city that they were expected to collect a 
business license fee from every artist. Because 
their promotion information had already gone out 
to the artists, The Friends pleaded with the coun¬ 
cil to waive the fee; however, the council voted 
that it must be paid. 

Rather than charge the artists, the Friends 
paid the fee themselves, and Soldate told the 
council last week that they were down "30 per¬ 
cent because w'e paid the license fees for all the 


artists." 

She presented to the council where money 
went from the art fair and that information fol¬ 
lows: audio/visual collection, $2248.52; book 
collection, $5479.15; children’s activities, 
$1755.47; furniture and equipment, $5199.56; 
periodicals and microforms, $2216.38; printing 
and publicity, $300.34; public access computer 
equipment and software, $2622.35; public pro¬ 
gram support, $705.04; volunteer recognition, 
$320. 

The grand total equals $20,846.81; however, 
Soldate pointed out that the total of volunteer 
hours donated to the city is 1295.5. 

"If you were paying for one part-time em¬ 
ployee working 32 hours per week for one yar, 
the employee would make an estimated $8045. 
Therefore, the subtotal of the amount should be 
over $25,000," Soldate said. 

Not only does the Friends group feature the 
art fair, they also have an annual wine tasting 
party as well as on-going book fairs throughout 
the year, Soldate said. 

The council received and filed the informa¬ 
tion. 


Mountain lion spotted in Bailey Canyon 


A mountain lion (also known as a couger and 
shown in the accompanying drawing) was spotted 
in Bailey Canyon by one of the priests at the 
retreat center during the daylight hours, said 
Interim Police Chief John Thurman last week. 

The mountain lion was seen during the first 
week of September, as well as three months ago 
and two years ago, aH at approximately the same 
k>cation in Bailey Canyon. 

Police report that a mountain lion came down 
from the Glendora hills and killed a dog last 
week. 

Thurman warns residents of the Bailey 


Canyon area (above Lima St.) and hikers who 
use those trails to be cautious in the Foothills this 
month and next month during the time when 
water is low and foixl is scarce. 

"When deer come down, their predators 
come down, too. Historically, this is the yearly 
hazard. Do not let children go up those trails by 
themselves. And please report any sightings 
immediately to us at 3.55-1414," Thurman con¬ 
cluded. 

There are about 15 residents living in the 
Bailey Canyon area.

Arcadia Council closes Wilderness 
on weekends except with reservations

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With councilman Bob Margett absent and 
Councilman Robert Harbicht voting against the 
issue, the Arcadia City Council voted on Tuesday 
night to continue the weekend closure of Wilder¬ 
ness Park to the general public and to allow 
groups and organizations to use the park on 
weekends on a reservation basis only. 

The staff recommendation, prepared by Jerry 
Collins, director of recreation, included changing 
the name of the area to Arcadia Wilderness 
Preserve and improving and expanding nature- 
oriented activities. 

The council voted at its Aug. 10 meeting to 
close the park on weekends based on recom¬ 
mendations from the police department and 
homeowners in the area because of overcrowd¬ 
ing. The emergency action was in effect until 
further review at Tuesday’s meeting. 

Harbicht said that closure is a "very drastic" 
action supposedly for a "very dra.stic" situation, 
indicating that he did not think that any problems 
at the park did not require drastic action. As an 
alternative he suggested that the park be closed 
only after the parking lot, with a capacity of 
approximately 50 cars, was full. In that way the 
park would still be available to the public and 
over-crowding would be curbed. 


Councilman George Fasching expressed par¬ 
ticular support for redefining the area as a wil¬ 
derness preserve rather than a park. 

Bryan Boskin, who does not live in the city 
of Arcdia but who does use the park about five 
times a year, addressed the council during the 
public hearing and questioned the legality of 
closing the park. He also suggested that closure 
is an exclusionary action hinting of racism. 

Councilman Dennis Lojeski countered that 
racism "is not in the realm of thought. 

Because of reports of gang activity and 
graffiti in the park on weekends. Mayor Joe 
Ciraulo said that "it was time to nip the problem 
in the bud." 

Fee for use of the shelter area at the park (or 
preserve) will be $50 for resident organizations 
and $75 for non-resident groups up to 75 people, 
while fees for any one of the four picnic sites 
accommodating a maximum of 12 people will be 
$10 (resident) and $15 (non-resident). According 
to Collins, the fee for the use of the shelter area 
has been $25 for three hours and $10 for each 
additional hour. The staff recommendation indi¬ 
cated that reservations would be honored for non¬ 
profit organizations and small groups only.

Mystery ‘kidnap’ 
solved by Agent 
John Cordischi 

In a case researched and solved Monday 
morning by Sierra Madre Police Detective John 
Cordischi, "the victim became the suspect" in the 
mystery case of a possible kidnapping/carjacking 
at Michillinda and Sierra Madre Blvd. last week. 

Cordischi told The News Monday morning 
that a bit of sleuthing on his part helped him 
decipher what actually had happened. 

Witnesses reported last Tuesday (Aug. 31) 
that they saw a man either kidnapped or carjack¬ 
ed at about 7:45 p.m. at that intersection. They 
said that a man driving a light-colored 1974 
Datsun 210 stopped at the red light there and that 
two other men in a 1987 Mazda pickup truck 
pulled up, jumped into his car, handcuffed him, 
placed him in the pickup and drove off with his 
car, also. 

Cordischi said that the victim who became 
the suspect was Victor Martinez, 26, of Pasade¬ 
na. who allegedly was caught shoplifting jeans at 
Sears at 3801 E. Foothill. The two "suspects" 
were actually loss prevention officers at Sears 
who followed Martinez. 

According to Cordischi, Martinez tried to 
run over the two officers with his car and fled 
the scene. They chased him north, and when 
Martinez's vehicle stalled, they effected a citi¬ 
zen’s arrest. The officers took him and his auto 
to Sears in Pasadena and Pasadena Police arrested 
him on a charge of strong arm robbery. He is in 
custody in Pasadena. 

The identification of all of the subjects had 
bafUed heal police since there were no reports of 
missing persons. The two suspects could have 
been narcotics officers in an unmarked vehicle 
seizing a suspect.. .or it could have been a narcot¬ 
ics case in which the suspect owed the two men 
money...or it could have been a kidnapping. 

It was none of those, and Agent Cordischi 
solved the mystery on Monday morning. 


Joyce is acting city administrator until Oct. 12 

Jim McRea receives $54,514.40 severence pay 


Two of the five managers of the city have 
changed positions until Oct. 14. Sean Joyce, 
assistant city administrator, was appointed acting 
city administrator, and David Cain will be fi¬ 
nance director until Oct. 12 "at which time the 
council will discuss and determine the appoint¬ 
ment of an interim city administrator," according 
to Mayor Clem Bartolai. Fire Chief Ed Tracy 
was not available for the photo. 

Joyce will be acting city administrator, 
following the resignation of James McRea, who 
left the city on Aug. 31 after having spent 22 
years on staff. He served as city administrator. 


An audit of city finances will be presented to 
the City Council meeting Sept. 14. 

McRea will receive six months’ pay, 
$3l,l46; 400 hours of sick leave, $12,210.15; 
and 365'/z hours of unused vacation time, 
$11,158.25. The total is $54,514.40. 

The agreement, signed by both McRea and 
Major Clem Bartolai, allows McRea to have ac¬ 
cess to city facilities for the next three months to 
conclude city business; medical benefits for the 
next six months; and gave McRea seven days to 
revoke the document. Both parties, McRea and 
the city, waived rights to sue each other. The city 


has no option to revoke the document. 

McRea has been accused of mishandling 
funds for the city by a group calling themselves 
Committee At Large, with Steven Broiles as their 
spokesperson. Broiles has charged that the city 
has borrowed $1 million, interest free, from the 
Community Redevelopment agency to hide a 
deficit in the general fund. He pointed to city 
dcKuments, in a meeting headed by the Home- 
owners/Residents Association a week ago, that Hp 
said prove that funds were being moved around 
through fund transfers, leading to deficit financ¬ 
ing, for the past five years.

And to the last question: would he come 
back? We doubt it. Maybe as a consult-ant 
(and 1 expect him to be asked to fill this 
position) but never again as city administrator. 

Again, it’s up to the City Council now. 
They opened up the position and will have to 
fill it within about a month, at least for an 
interim city administrator.

• There has been a common misconception 
that Francis Scott Key wrote “The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” our national anthem, 
while held prisoner on a British ship attacking 
Fort McHenry in Baltimore, Md., during the 
War of 1812. He was not a prisoner but he 
was detained on board a British naval vessel. 

During the night of Sept. 13-14, 1814, 
Key, William Beanes, a physician, and Col. 
J.S. Skinner, a government agent for the ex¬ 
change of prisoners, were detained on-board 
to prevent them from informing Baltimore of 
thejimpending attack. Key remained on deck 
watching the bombardment of Fort McHenry, 
and at daybareak, was so intensely moved to 
see the U.S. flag still flying over the fort that 
he began to write the poem which ultimately 
became the National Anthem. It was original¬ 
ly titled, “The Defense of Fort McHenry,” 
and became instantly popular. On March 3, 
1931, it was officially adopted as the national 
anthem. 

The Star-Spangled Banner Monument, in 
Francis Scott Key Park in Maryland, will be 
dedicated this year, the 150th anniversary of 
his death. 


in response to 
Neiby’s letter 

This letter is written 
in response to the letter 
of Dr. Paul Neiby pub¬ 
lished Sept. 2. In that 
letter. Dr. Neiby takes 
exception to my public 
presentation on Aug. 19 
of the background and 
factual basis for the 
allegations I had earlier 
made to the City Coun¬ 
cil and the press con¬ 
cerning the city’s finan¬ 
cial condition.

met twice with the 
auditor retained by the 
Council to look into the 
matter. My allegations 
had become the subject 
of newspaper articles 
and public speculation. 
1 was invited and agreed 
to make the presentation 
and to answer questions 
at a public meeting 
because of the serious¬ 
ness of the allegations^ 
the fact that the finan¬ 
cial condition of the city

is a public concern, and 
to respond to a number 
of people who were 
calling me with ques¬ 
tions about the matter. 
In fact, when I gave the 
presentation, the 30-day 
time for the report on 
the audit first ordered 
by the City Council at 
its July 7 meeting had 
already passed and the 
audit had not been 
completed. 

At the public meeting, 

I stated that: the city 
general fund expend¬ 
itures had exceeded 
revenues for the past 
five years, and in fiscal 
year 1992-93 the City 
Administration, without 
the approval of the City 
Council, had misappro¬ 
priated both special 
revenue funds and CRA 
funds for the city’s 
general fund expendi¬ 
tures. In the 1991-92 
audit of the city’s 
financial condition, the 
city’s auditor had al¬ 
ready confirmed the 
deficit spending of the 
city’s general fund since 
1988. The use of the 
CRA funds was never 
disputed by the former 
City Administrator and 
he was so quoted in the 
newspapers. He only 
claimed to have had

Council authority, al¬ 


though he could not 
prove when the authori¬ 
ty had been granted. 
The misappropriation of 
special revenue funds is 
confirmed by the 
monthly balances in the 
city checking account 
and the Local Agency 
Investment Fund. 

Dr. Neiby stated that 
I had found no evidence 
of dishonesty. It is more 
accurate to say that I 
found no evidence of 
criminal wrongdoing. It 
is patently dishonest to 
claim that our city is 
operating under a bal¬ 
anced budget for the last 
five years, when in fact 
we have been depleting 
reserves, using money 
from other entities and 
special revenue funds to 
cover up the true finan¬ 
cial condition of the 
city. The citizens of this 
city have a legitimatte 
expectation that public 
officials will comply 
with the budgetary and 
fiscal restrictions im¬ 
posed by law on the 
management of public 
funds. The officials are 
dishonest to their oath 
of office when they 
ignore state law. 

With respect to Dr. 
Neiby’s concern that I 
have unduly stressed 
members of the City 


Council, all I can say is 
what Harry Truman said 
many times, "If you 
can’t stand the heat, 
stay out of the kitchen." 
Every member of the 
City Council has been 
elected—not conscript¬ 
ed—for that position. I 
have respect for each 
Council Member and 
feel each is more than 
adequate for the task of 
governance of this city. 
This is not to say that 
there is no place for 
citizen involvement. It 
is appropriate and nec¬ 
essary for our city 
residents to engage in 
lively public debate. If 
we don’t participate in 
government, we abdi¬ 
cate our role as citizens, 
and our city will fail 
due to our default.

Baseball at Brookside Park

Once upon a time the City of Pasadena 
had a baseball team all its own, and a very good 
team it was. Composed of young businessmen 
who had a limited amount of time for practice, 
they nevertheless always gave a good account of 
themselves when they played other semi-pro 
teams in the area. They called themselves the 
Pasadena Merchants. 1 knew but one of the 
Players, “Daddy” Rohrer, who owned the Cas¬ 
tle Green Service station across the street and 
down one block from the fabled Castle Green 
Hotel on South Raymond Avenue. “Daddy” 
Rohrer was catcher and manager of the team 
for a number of years. 

In the 1930s, it was the custom after the 
World Series were over, for various players to 
go on what was termed barnstorming trips. 
They toured the country, playing with semi-pro 
teams, seeing some new scenery, having a lot of 
fun and at the same time picking up some extra 
money. There were no salaries in those days, 
amounting to thousands of dollars per hour. 

One Sunday afternoon the Pasadena team 
gave their fans a big thrill. They hired the Dean 
brothers, known as “Dizzy” and “Daffy,” and 
with them was Pepper Martin, “The Wild 


Horse of the Osage.” All were at the peak of 
their careers and were members of the famous 
“Gashouse Gang” of the St. Louis Cardinals. 
The band played, the grandstand was packed 
and the sidelines were crowded with onlookers. 
Everyone wanted to see this zany trio who were 
not only talented, but added a great deal of 
spice to the game. They brought a deminsion to 
baseball never seen since. 

Paul, “Daffy,” started the game but was 
hit on the hand with a line drive in the second 
inning. He suffered no broken bones, but 
Jerome, “Dizzy,” took over the pitching 
chores. I shall always be grateful for that long 
ago Sunday afternoon, I saw one of the really 
great pitchers at the apex of his career. He was 
not an extraordinarily big man, but he was so 
well coordinated the ball was thrown with every 
ounce of his body behind the pitch. There was a 
fluid grace in all his motions. In the meantime. 
Pepper Martin was driving the other team crazy 
with his base stealing and headfirst dives into 
second base. He really put on a show all his 
own. The opposing team was a ball club from 
Los Angeles, but they had never seen this kind 
of competition before.

‘Friends of News’ 
donate laser printer

The Friends of the Sierra Madre News have 
purchased a new laser printer which they are 
donating to the Sierra Madre News. The 
unanimous decision was reached at the Friends 
general meeting that was held Wednesday, Sept. 

1. The donation of the Hewlett-Packard model 4L 
laser printer is part of The Friends’ overall goal 
to make production of The News more cost and 
time efficient. The new printer will be used in 
conjunction with a new computer-based 
typesetting system, replacing the old 
"Compugraphic" photo-typesetting sy.stem that 
has been in use for over 13 years. 

The laser printer and computer typesetting 
system will result in a substantial production cost 
savings, by eliminating the very high expenses of 
photographic paper, chemicals, and maintenance 
of the older system. The computer system will 
also speed up the typesetting process. Articles 
and copy that are written out-of-house by guest 
columnists can now be typeset in a matter of 
seconds, because the time-consuming task of re¬ 
typing them will no longer be necessary. 

News editor Jan Reed remarked, "I’m 
thrilled to have so much support from the Friends 
and from the community. We certainly will make 
go(xi use of this printer. The money we save will 
be re-invested into other areas ot the paper that 
need improvement."

Letters from home 






On presidents, campaigns and stuff you 
thought we invented political mudslinging? 
Wrong, that started way back in Rome. The 
title apparently came from Cicero. 

Candidates for the Roman Senate wore 
white togas. The people threw mud at unpopular 
candidates, after absorbing sufficient Bud, the 
person was considered polluted and no longer 
an acceptable candidate. Incidentally, in Latin, 
the word candidate means “white ones,” after 
the Senators’ togas. 

The Greeks applied the word “idiot” to 
those who didn’t vote.

A^ 
patently, we don’t want our leaders to be too 
ucated. Wilson was the only president with a 
Ph.D. On the other hand, maybe the best edu¬ 
cated are too smart to seek the office. 

Andrew Johnson never went to any school. 

Does the size of a candidate make a differ¬ 
ence? William Howard Taft weighed 350 pounds. 
John Adams was 5 feet, 6 inches, top to bottom, 
and around. 

We elected only one bachelor. Andrew 
Jackson married the same lady twice. 

Statistically, a candidate has an advantage 
if born in Virginia or Ohio, though that may 
change as our demographics change. 

Recently, we had a perennial presidential 
candidate from Minnesota who finally retired a 
loser. 

But one of our foremost heroes proved per¬ 
sistence can pay. This Illini was an unsuccess¬ 
ful candidate for various offices seven times. In 
between, he lost his business and had a nervous 
breakdown. He did win sometimes, including 
“the big one.” He was our 16th president.

We began our Person-on-the-Street series by 
interviewing five people on the following

■What do YOU think is the most impor¬ 
tant issue facing the communitY todaY?' 

You may define “community" as our local 
community, or a larger one. 

1. Harriet wrigleY, Pasadena resident 

“The most important issue we face today is 
poverty. Crime is second. But poverty is the 
most important, and we have to fix our priorities. 

I object to redesigning and refurbishing the old 
bridge in Pasadena for $28 million (it’s probably 
more costly, by now), when that money could go 
so far in helping to feed people. We’re spending 
millions on restoring an old bridge, while there 
arc hungry people on every street corner!" 

2. Simon craYdon, bank manager 

“The biggest issue is the economy. There are 
big problems-seen in the intere.st rates and the 
high degree of unemployment. There simply are 
not enough jobs. 

Do I know the answer? Who does? I wish 
someone did! 

If there’s an answer anywhere, it’s in the 
community having the community get involved 
in business and creating jobs. 


5. Art soderblom, retired architect 

“The most serious problem in Sierra Madre 
is the budget crunch. It’s not only a problem 
here, it’s endemic to the state and to the country. 

I’m also concerned about the divisiveness in 
our city government. It is very disturbing. I was 
the chairman of the Mt. Wilson Trail Race and 
saw the real spirit of Sierra Madre in the cooper¬ 
ation that I got. We need that spirit in our city 
government, and in support of it." 

4. Dixie Lukan, owner of local 
stained-glass business. 

“The main concern I have is in keeping 
businesses in the community. We need the sup¬ 
port of both local poeple anil people from outly¬ 
ing areas for our businesses. We’re on the out¬ 
skirts, and people don’t know about us. This 
problem needs to be addressed so that local 
businesses will stay." 

5. Marsha incikaYa. 

Pasadena resident, parent 

“The biggest problem is the poor school 
district. We are making plans to leave the area 
for that very reason. The Pasadena School Dis¬ 
trict does not have an environment that provides 
for real education. The large classrooms and the 
violence on campus are not ctinducive to learn¬ 
ing. Yet it’s killing us financially to pay for 
private schooling, and 1 don't know how people 
with larger families do it! I certainly hope the 
voucher bill passes."

The first Epistle to the 
Corinthian church tells 
us that, “Love always 
protects, always trusts, 
always hopes, always 
preserves. Love never 
fails.” Interesting that the 
protective quality of love 
is placed first in the 
hierarchy. However, 
when you reflect for a 
moment you can glean 
the merit from this Paul¬ 
ine statement.

drain the protector. The 
ability to love is drain- 
able. You can give, give, 
give and if there is no 
refueling process involv¬ 
ed you end up with noth¬ 
ing. 

Putting these two pre¬ 
cepts together with what 
we learn from Scripture 
is that you must recog¬ 
nize the ephemeral qual¬ 
ity of “human” love. Our 
love for one another 
needs care, protection and 
safeguard in order to 
survive. If we just rely 
upon protection without 
anything else we are 
headed for disaster. We 
must feed and nurture 
that love otherwise it will 
dry up and die. That’s 
all the bad news and now 
the good news. If this 
love that we have for one 
another resides in God 
then we rely upon His 
protection and His nur¬ 
turing, and this is limitless 
and endless. Once again 
we’re guaranteed a win¬ 
ning ticket if we turn to 
God for our answer.

When all forms of per¬ 
jury had failed, the high 
priest rose up to face the 
persecuted Jesus of Naz¬ 
areth and demanded an 
answer to his question: 
“1 adjure Thee by the 
Living God that Thou 
tell us whether Thou be 
the Christ, the Son of 
God.” 

The answer was clear 
and concise. “I am.” 
The enraged high priest 
screamed, “What furth¬ 
er need have we of wit¬ 
nesses?” 

Today a doubting 
world still looks for 
proof that Christ is, in¬ 
deed, the Savior of the 
human race. That proof 
can be found in the most 
complete and infallible 
evidence of all—the testi¬ 
mony of His own words. 
In the pages of the New 
Testament we read the 
words of Jesus declaring 
that He is “greater than 
Solomon,” that He ex¬ 
isted “before the world 
was.”

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My cat was in a fight several weeks ago 
with another cat. I have been cleanitig his bite 


wound daily with hydrogen peroxide but it 
does not seem to be healing. Should I take 
him to my veterinarian? 

Yes. Any bite wounds should really be 
checked by a veterinarian immediately so 
that he can assess the severity and place your 
cat on antibiotics. Some bite wounds abscess 
and require surgery while others need 
aggressive antibiotic therapy (oral and/or 

^Bite wounds do not usually heal well on 
their own. The type of bacteria found in the 
oral cavity and claws of cats can cause severe 
infections if bite or scratch wounds are left 
untreated.

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Lore of street names in Sierra Madre 


By Phyllb Chapman 

Naming city streets has been a subject of 
special interest to me and Sierra Madre can claim 
its share of interesting street name stories. Is 
Michillinda, for example, an Indian name? No. 
Do you pronounce Lima St. as you do Lima, 
Peru? No. What about the name of the street 
where you live? 

The city of Sierra Madre had its beginnings in 
1881 when Nathaniel Carter purchased three 
parcels of land that became his Sierra Madre 
Tract. He divided the land into tiers of 20 and 40 
acre lots and created the original street names of 
Live Oak (now Orange Grove), Central (now 
Sierra Madre Blvd.) and Grand View going in an 
east and west direction, and Baldwin as the north 
and south street. 

Carter built his home "Carterhia" on a 
beautiful promontory above Baldwin Ave., the 
street he named for his good friend and sometime 
business associate, Elias J. Lucky Baldwin 
(incidentally, the cities of Baldwin Park and 
Baldwin Hills are also named for "Lucky" 
Baldwin). Baldwin Ave. was the route Carter 
drove his horse and buggy from "Carterhia to 
Baldwin’s home place on Rancho Santa Anita 
(now the Arboretum) when he visited his friend. 
Notice on a map that Baldwin Ave. slants slightly 
from east to west. This also followed the pipeline 
for water from the weir located at the top of 

Baldwin to the Rancho. 

Two additional north and south streets were 
put in a little later to give better access to the lots 
and these were Sierra Madre Ave. (now Michil¬ 
linda) and Mountain Trail Ave. Carter did well 
with his new development and this was further 
propelled by the Southern California land boom of 
1886 to 1888 which brought more subdividing of 
the large lots. 

John J. Hart, owned what is now Memorial 
Park, built a winery. That building today is our 
Senior Center. Hart had purchased the property 
from Charles Clement, twice a widower, whose 
first wife was Carter’s sister. Part of the home 
that Clement had built on his 40 acres was an old 
butcher shop moved up from San Gabriel (trees 
and building materials were scarce back then). 
That house stood next to the winery. 

Hart divided his property in half by putting in 
South Hermosa Ave. He sold the east half to 
Nathan H. Hosmer, a man who became active in 
the community and was foundly called "Uncle 


Henry." Hosmer provided the town with a blast 
of dynamite as his contribution for the 4th of July 
celebration. He built a home on the south side of 
Central with his property between Hermosa and 
Baldwin. 

When these deep lots were subdivided, 
Spanish names were the popular choice, so we 
have Bonita, Esperanza, Ramona and Manzanita. 
One owner was Walter Andrews who had an 
early griKery business and packing house (where 
Crystal Farms now stands) and later Joined his 
cousin Charles Clark in the hardware business 
(present location of Arnold’s Hardware). He 
opted for the name of Alden when his acreage at 
the west end of the boulevard was divided. He 
was a descendant of the famous John Alden, but* 
he was outvoted. 

Auburn was an easy choice because Cook, 
whose property was on the west side, had come 
from Auburn, Maine, and Irving White, on the 
east side, was a native of Auburn, N.Y. Victoria j 
Lane was named by Stephen Norris after the 
British monarch, becau.se he was a loyal 
Canadian, and called a "lane" becau.se of the 
county’s requirement for width. Laurel was after 
a Laura, related to the Hawks family. 

During the hiking heyday with camps and 
resorts in these mountains mountain Trail was an 
obvious choice and it led to the Mt. Wilson Trail 
and Sturtevant Trail. Canyon was likewise named, 
but when in recent years new .street signs were 
put up, it was mistakenly spelled "Canon" and has 
never been corrected. William Sturtevant was a 
well-known mountain man and later owner of the 
popular Sturtevant Camp, so Sturtevant Ave. 
honors his memory. Carter called the street 
forming the west boundary of the Sierra Madre 
Pioneer Cemetery Coburn, an old family name. 
Carter’s full name is Nathaniel Coburn Carter. 
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scription for a friend or purchase a subscription 
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Professor E.T. Pierce, Sierra Madre’s first 
teacher and postmaster, owned 20 acres at the 
northeast corner of the boulevard, and subdivided 
and installed Highland Ave. Later, property 
owners of the same plot divided their property and 
used three different names of the street, Grandin, 
Dixie and La Belle (in honor of Lake La Belle 
near Oconomowoc, Wisconsin where Mr. Hawks 
had met his wife). Fortunately, Capt. J.A. Osgood 
petitioned to have those three names dropped and 
the length of the street was put through as 
Montecito. 

In the early ’30s, Central Ave. became Sierra 
Madre Blvd., and since what is now Michillinda 
had been Sierra Madre Ave., that had to be 
changed. On the south part of Michillinda, land 
was owned by three property owners, one came 
from Michigan, one from Illinois and one from 
Indiana, so a dreamed up composite of the three 
states became Michillinda and replaced Sierra 


Madre Ave. on the north. However, Dr. J. Walter 
Barlow, who owned the estate om which Alverno 
and the Villa are ttxlay, thought they should have 
named the street Mount Wilson Blvd. 

Up in the upper canyon area, Churchill Rd. is 
named for Henry Churchill, who bought the land 
in 1890 and established a ranch there. A later 
owner of the Churchill ranch home was Edith 
Blumer Bowen, whose parents, the John G. 
Blumers, were early Sierra Madre settlers who 
came from England. Therefore, Marlborough 
Terrace, a street high up in the canyon, was so 
designated because the family name of Churchill 
carried the title of Duke of Marlborough. 

Also in that upper canyon section is Orange 
Dr. A former resident of that street was Merrill 
Miller, who later moved to Laguna Leisurf World 
and has since died. He wanted to change the 
name from Orange Dr. to "Siesta Alley," but 
somehow—would you believe—he was turned 
down, and Orange Dr. it has remained.

MiRACLE FABRIC: 
COTTON 

In the next few weeks we would like 
to acquaint you with some facts about differ¬ 
ent fibers and fabrics which we hope will aid 
you in purchasing new clothes and give you 
general knowledge that makes all of us feel 
a little more confident in our buying. 

Cotton is a very popular fiber. Last 
year's production in the U.S. was more than 
a billion dollars' worth. The most desirable 
cotton are those of longest stable length. 
The longer the natural fiber, the stronger it 
is when woven (and the finer weave possi¬ 
ble with it). For example, Egyptian cotton is 
probably the finest in the world - its staple 
is up 2 1/2 inches long. United States cotton 
a good variety, ranges from about 3/4 of an 
inch to 1 and 3/4 inches in length of staple. 
And the cheapest India cottons may be as 
short as 1/8 or 1/4 of an inch. 

Cotton is also the whitest of all veg¬ 
etable fibers, so that even in its unbleached 
varieties, it can still produce fabric with the 
least "gray" or "yellow" of any vegetable 
fiber. 

And while in its natural state cotton 
is not as strong as wool or silk, when it has 
been treated (as in "mercerizing" - so called 
after a man of that name who invented the 
process) it becomes both stronger and 
shinier. 

At any rate, let's say; whether it's 
vegetable, animal or even mineral - you'll 
get it cleaned better when you

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Delving into Sierra Madre’s chemical content

Flammability, reac¬ 
tivity and other health 
hazards: characteristics 
shared by Sierra Mad¬ 
re’s 20 most chemically 
volatile businesses. 
They know one another 
by a diamond-shaped 
sign they post, and by 
the annual designations 
made by Sierra Madre’s 
Fire Prevention Bureau. 
Since 1987, hazardous 
chemicals have been a 
matter of high public 
interest, and are now 
disclosed to the Fire 
Department on an an- 
nu^ basis. The practice 
seems to be working: 

"It just makes the job 
of firefighting a lot 
easier," said Barry 
Spriggs, Fire Inspector, 
"and a lot safer." The 
diamond-shaped signs 
with their special comer 
designations in yellow, 
red and blue, were post¬ 


ed last year. "So far 
we’ve had no prob¬ 
lems," Spriggs said. 

Roughly 20 Sierra 
Madre businesses have 
been identified as hav¬ 
ing chemical activity 
which might potentially 
be hazards in the event 
of fire or other disrup¬ 
tion. Gas stations fall in 
this category, as do dry 
cleaners and plumbing 
outfits. The city pool 
has been designated, 
owing to its high chlor¬ 
ine consumption, as has 
the Skilled Nursing Fa¬ 
cility, whose generator 
operates off gasoline to 
protect the power sup¬ 
ply in the event of an 
emergency. Local blue¬ 
printing operations 
utilize a large quantity 
of ammonia and are, as 
a consequence, also 
denoted with a dia¬ 
mond-shaped sign. 

The NFPA (National 


Fire Protection Associa¬ 
tion) developed this 
program for disclosure 
of hazardous chemicals 
in 1987, requiring busi¬ 
nesses to disclose their 
chemical contents under 
standard No. 704. 

704 Rulings require 
that fire prevention 
departments doing rou¬ 
tine inspections identify 
businesses that will be 
required to submit pack¬ 
ets of information re¬ 
garding hazardous mat¬ 
erials under several cir¬ 
cumstances. These in¬ 
clude: 

• Greater than 55 
gallons of a hazardous 
liquid, 

• Greater than 200 
pounds of a hazardous 
solid, 

• Greater than 2(X) 
cubic feet of a com¬ 
pressed gas. 

Does your business 
utilize a chemical which 


can detonate or might 
explode? Is it water 
reactive, or oxidizing? 
Look forward to the 
forthcoming visit by 
Spriggs and his col- 
Richard Snyder, under 
the supervision of Fire 
Chief Edward Tracy. 
"We’re starting our 
annual inspections again 
soon and will determine 
who needs to submit 
information," said 
Spriggs. 

Data regarding 704 
materials are recorded 
in a guidebook for the 
Fire Department, in¬ 
cluding all chemicals 
and where they are 
stored, in the event of 
an emergency. 

"Responding to a 704 
call, the officer on any 
engine will open up the 
pre-plan book and get a 
quick reading on what’s 
in the building, where 
it’s located and special 


Diving in the Solomons: The undersea 
world of Sierra Madre’s John Maddox

Billions of sea crea¬ 
tures populate the 1000 
islands which compose 
the Solomons, down un¬ 
der in the Pacific near 
Australia and New Zea¬ 
land. One of them, on 
temporary loan from 
Sierra Madre this sum¬ 
mer, was John Maddox, 
traveling under the 
auspices of a Sports 
Chalet diving tour. No 
wonder. This type of 
travel—over and under 
water—has decor ated 
John’s life for the past 
15 years. 

"I use diving as an 
excuse to visit these 
places," he said in a 
recent debriefing. Mad¬ 
dox, a long-time Sierra 
Madrean, now back at 
home in his hillside villa 
under the water tower 
on Laurel, has seen 
much of the world as a 
diver. 

This recent trip to the 
Solomons rounds out his 
scuba tally to 200 trips, 
and simply represents 
the continuation in a 
long series of quests un¬ 
der sea. An inspiration 
to other independent 
travelers, John said that 


he enjoys going to other 
places on his own, 
though traveling with a 
partner is often his preference. 

The Solomons, starkly 
primitive and vibrantly 
beautiful, constituted 
one of Maddox’s annual 
splurges to the farest 
reaches of the undersea 
world, complements to 
his many smaller dives 
throughout the year. In 
this instance, he joined 
a group of 11 divers for 
two weeks on a live- 
aboard dive boat to tour 
the islands and dive 
four times per day. 
Frequent stops in local 
villages kept his cultural 
appetite in order, 
though these islands 
were seldom well-popu¬ 
lated. 

"Two, sometimes 
three families," he said, 
describing island life. 
"Pineapple, coconuts, 
papaya, bananas...dug- 
out canoes, .turtles, 
’rays, watersnakes." 
Such arc the fine natural 
accoutrements of the 
Solomon lifestyle. 

The Solomons, he 
explained, under the 
protection of England, 
have a strong Australian 


influence but maintain 
their primitive character 
owing to their splintered 
geography. Infrastruc¬ 
ture, proviJed by New 
Zealanders and Austra¬ 
lians, allows for a great 
deal of autonomy for 
islanders who rely, to a 
large degree, on the 
products of their own 
fishing and agricultural 
efforts to support them. 
There also exists a trad¬ 
ing network among the 
islands. 

Black-skinned and 
blond, Solomon Island¬ 
ers have a gene compo¬ 
sition specific to New 
Guinea. Civilized some¬ 
what under the supervis¬ 
ion of the Seventh Day 
Adventists, islanders 
have built churches on 
some of the larger is¬ 
lands, and developed a 
reputation for fine teak 
furniture with shell 
inlay. 

John’s 70-foot home 
ship sailed through 80- 
degree waters, dropping 
divers at various key 
diving locations. Wear¬ 
ing a wetsuit only to 
protect himself from the 
dangers of coral reefs, 
1 he said he enjoyed the 


camaraderie of an eso¬ 
teric diving group. 

"Enormously diverse 
backgrounds," he said, 
"Doctors, lawyers, and 
the like." John himself 
operates a large opera¬ 
tion as a manufacturer’s 
representative, employ¬ 
ing 30 others. He said 
the Solomons represent¬ 
ed a refreshing shift 
from evcrj’day opera¬ 
tions, although he did 
admit a temptation to 
visit his office on a 
Sunday. Unlike the un¬ 
derwater world, his 
business offers few 
3000-foot dropoffs or 
barracuda shark. 

"The fish change at 
different levels," he 
said. His group ven¬ 
tured down as far as 80 
feet, often stopping to 
explore underwater 
caverns, some of which 
extend more than 250 
feet, with tiny holes an 
entrances. Distance up 
and down doesn’t seem 
to make a great deal of 
difference to a diver, 
however.

; said, summarizing the
